DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 16, 18-25, and 27-32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art taken 
alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render obvious, a refrigerating appliance 
comprising: an internal lighting system including at least one organic light-emitting diode 
(OLED) said OLED including a substrate having applied thereto an electrode, at least 
one layer of organic material and a counter-electrode, said OLED being integrated into 
at least one of the internal walls and a surface of a built-in component (claim 1 6), in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of the claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Choong et al. (US 2008/0245788 A1) disclose an electric 
appliance with interior lighting wherein the lighting is comprised of at least one radiation- 
emitting device arranged in the interior space. The at least one radiation-emitting device 
is an OLED (see paragraph [0033]). Archie, JR et al. (US 2006/0012985 A1) disclose a 
flat panel lighting for an enclosed space illumination comprising a light source 15 from 
using organic light emitting diode technology (paragraph [0020]).
